To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Horn  sea 


Sir,  or  Madam, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1957. 


Consideration  of  the  vital  statistics  shews  a fall  in  both  birth  and  death  rai;es 


which  are  almost  equal  for  the  year.  The  deaths  attributable  to  malignant  disease  are 
about  average  as  well  as  those  due  to  apoplexy,  coronary  and  other  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulation  which  are  as  usual  high  on  account  of  the  lerge  proportion  of  aged 
persons  resident  in  the  district. 

Measles,  which  assumed  epidemic  proportions  in  the  early  par:  of  the  year,  accounts 
for  the  whole  of  the  infectious  diseases  notified. 

Rainfall 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  24.34  inches  the  average  over  the  past  ten  years  being 
24.37  inches.  Rain  fell  on  177  days;  July  was  the  wettest  month  with  3.45  inches  and 
April  the  driest  with  an  amount  of  0.53  inches.

No  material  change  in  the  op  ration  of  the  Health  Service  has  occurred  during 
the  year. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

7/ater 


Water  is  purchased  in  hulk  from  the  Hull  Corporation  and  is  distributed  by  the 
Council.  The  consumption  during  1957  was  68, 634*000  gallons,  an  amount  which  is  equivalei 
to  35  gallons  per  head  of  population  per  day. 

During  the  year  450 T of  6"  main  and  300*  of  3"  main  with  fire  hydrants  and  sluice 
valves  have  been  provided  to  serve  private  housing  development. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  sewage  of  the  town  flows  by  gravity  through  the  sewerage  system  and  is  discharge 
without  treatment  into  the  sea.  Housing  development  has  made  necessary  the  laying  of 
some  1,240*  of  sewer  of  various  sizes  to  open  out  the  areas  in  which  building  is  in 

progress. 

Public  Cleansing 

Household  refuse  is  collected  at  intervals  of  about  eight  days.  Owing  to  the  steady 
building  activity  and  the  occupation  of  the  camping  sites  during  the  summer  months,  it 
has  been  necessary  to  use  the  highways  vehicle  on  several  days  a week  to  assist  in  the 
collection  of  refuse.  This  vehicle,  whilst  not  properly  adapted  for  the  purpose,,  has 
proved  to  be  reasonably  satisfactory. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  incineration.  During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to 
carry  out  repairs  to  the  chimney  and  dust  trap  lining. 

Salvage  of  baled  paper  and  tins  continues,  there  being  a steady  demand  for  those 

materials. 

Sanitary  Inspections  of  the  Area 

Mr,  G.L.  Plastow  resigned  his  appointment  as  Engineer,  Surveyor  and  Public  Health 
Inspector  on  25th  June,  1957,  after  four  years*  service  with  the  Council  and  has  been 
succeeded  by  Mr.  J.H.D.  Howlett  who  commenced  his  duties  on  3rd  July,  1957.

Some  of  the  sites  are  satisfactory  from  the  standpoint  of  sanitation  and  amenities 
but  in  others  considerable  improvement  is  yet  desirable. 

During  the  season  the  Council  provided  camping  facilities  behind  the  South  Promenade 
for  a period  of  28  days  only  comparatively  few  caravaners  taking  advantage  of  the  site. 

A water  supply  and  dustbins  were  provided  and  toilet  facilities  were  available  at  the 
Boating  Lake  Shelter  nearby.

Meat  Inspection 

There  are  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  two  of  them  dealing  with 
the  comparatively  small  amount  of  meat  consumed  locally  and  the  third  concerned  entirely 
with  meat  intended  for  consumption  outside  the  area.  The  latter  premises  are  responsible 
for  the  majorty  of  the  work  of  meat  inspection. 

The  Government  has  now  introduced  a grant  payment  scheme  towards  the  cost  of 
inspecting  meat  for  consumption  outside  the  district.

A charge  is  made  for  the  treatment  of  infestation  in  business  premises  but  in  the 
case  of  dwelling  houses  treatment  is  free.

•have  revealed  minimum  infestation  by  these  pests,  a tribute  to  the  careful  work  of  the 
staff  and  to  Miss  Jones,  the  Experimental  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  who  has  been  available  to  give  expert  advice  on  the  work.

Tuberculosis. 

Only  one  new  case  has  been  added  to  the  register  during  the  year;  one  death 
has  occurred  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  22  cases  on  the  register,  all 
pulmonary  cases,  of  which  9 were  males  and  13  females. 

The  chest  physician  attends  a clinic  held  monthly  at  the  Cottage  Hospital  for 
the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  local  cases  of  the  disease,,
